Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 50, 55 & 59 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
The phrase "a well region formed to contain one of the source and the drain" is 

supported by the disclosure. If the well region contains the drain, a detection device 
coupled to the drain by a signal path in line 9 is not supported by the disclosure & 
drawing. The examiner suggests a well region formed to contain the source & an 
implant formed in the substrate to extend between the well region and the drain. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Dependent claims 51-54, 56-58 & 60 are objected because each includes the 
limitations of independent claims 50, 55 & 59.
